So  today  you  arc  huil'in-p  with  the  raateriahs  afforded  you  i^^ 
your  horses,  and  your  GO"':::unitios ,  your  '.vay  in  life,  fnat  it  will  he/dex:end- 
ent  upon  you  and  the  rsaterials  ava.ilahle  for  work.

So,  in  various  ways  your  4-H  cluh  work  akfords  opportunities  to  Icronn  how 
to  make  your  way  in  life  more  fair,  lire  Ion  per  yov.  remain  in  4-H  cluh  work, 
the  more  help  'Till  he  ■piven  you  in  shaping  your  life  plan  intelligently  and. 
in  fitting  yo-orsolf  to  it,  y  largo  nunher  of  you  will  choose  f:’r:aing  and 
the  r'.akinp  of  a  hor.''.e.  Some  of  you  ho.ys  doubtless  v.ull/choose  to  he  business 
rsen,  doctors,  lawyers,  engineers,  vdnile  some  of  you  girls  will  decide  to 
he  nurses',  teachers,  or  secrotanies,  Hc'^ever,  the  ye-ars  just  ahead  for  :?.ost 
of  you  ?;ill  he  S'pent  on  the  farr.i.  So  it  is  there  that  you  will  gahn  nuch 
training  and  experience  for  the  years  to  follow.,  h'appy  one  you  hoys  and  girls 
who  tahe  a.dvantage  each  .day  of  the  op-port-unities  on  the  hor.e  farm  for  self- 
dcvelo'pnent,-  In  doin  ■  so  you  .are  making  the  host  prc;^aration  for  the  work 
-ahea.d  wketker  it  he  on  a  fana  of  your  ovm  or  in  a,  crowded  city.  For  tPnero 
on  tk.o  fanre  and  in  yov.r  o''.'n.  co: 'wnnity  p-ou  hoys  end  girls  can  develop  as  no- 
vhere  else,  rcspo'nsihility ,  ipersistence ,  thrif ti'xiess ,  skilled  leadership, 
teamwork,  an  attitude  for  ‘onselfish  service,  -and  a  char.acter  above  reproack. 
There,  too,  you  can  de'eelop  stanolards  re  pan  din. p  your  education,  r/our  poersonal 
arppeanance,  p''our  health,  your  food,  and  yowr  surrouiidings  a.s  well  as  staiidands 
along  those  linos  for  the  t’gpical  farm.  f.am:il.y.  Thiore,  too,  you  can  vdevelop 
standards  rep-?nding  tv/o  very  important  rjhases  of  living  —  e-anning  -and  s'pending. 
In  how  many  ways  can  you  ca,m  ■.■•onep"  on  your  home  farm?  Stories  of  profits 
in  4-H  cluh  wo 'id-  amman-g  our  hoys  arc  n-ur.perous.  If  girls  are  to  live  on  the 
homiG  fanros  a.fter  their  school  '/'ork  is  over,  they  too  should  he  successful 
in  canning  money  there.  Soo'.e  of  you  cluh  girls  already  have  '.'.lade  splendid 
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records;  Tlie  size  of  fam.  has  much  to  do  with  what  profits  can  he  reasonably 
expected.  Here...  alone  is  wonderful  field  for  stuc^  that  should  be  included 
in  all  ,vour  plans i  Then  there  is  that  interesting  field  of  handling  money 
wisely.  It  is  our  hope  that  you  boys  and  „girls\  will' be  come  familiar  in  4-H 
club  work  with  the  problems  related  to 'the  choice  of  insurance  to  be  canried, 
yovr  savings  accounts,  establishing  credit,  keeping  a  record  of  what  you 
ovra,  planning  your  budget,  and  paying  yonn  own  way.  Tiien,  v/hen  the  time 
comes  for  you  to  choose  a.  farm  and  make  a  home,  we  hope  that  through  your 
4-H  work  you  will  have  gained  a  knowledge  of  the, importance  of  the  size  of 
the  fanm  sufficient  to  suxDport  a  family,  and  its  productivity;  the  prosper 
amount  of  rent  to  xoay  or  the  price  to  offer  if  you;  desire  to  buy  a  home; 
the  proper  a'.ount  of  indebtedness  to  assume  as  well  as  the  proper  method  of 
financing  the  transaction.  Then  there  is  the  furniture  and  equipment  to  be 
bought,  allotments  to  be  made  for'  different  family  expenditures  in  relation 
to  the  farm  receipts,  and  perhai^s  most  important  of  all,  a  development  of  a 
plan  for  a  satisfying  family  life.  This  in  brief  is, a  glimpse  of  what  is 
ahea.d  in  4-H  club  work  for  those  who  follow  fdnfdugh.  ind  regardle-ss  of 
whether  you  remain  on  the  farm  or  go  elsewhere,  toowledge  gained  throu^ 
such  planning  will  enable  you  to  make  your  work  in  life  ituch  sounder  and 
moro  worth  while.  May  all  of  you  prove  yourselves  skilled  and  sucessful 
builders  of  lives  satisfying  to  yourselves  and  of  service  to  others.
